N Sunday laft a Courier arriv'd 
here from General Stirum bring- 
ing advice, that the Imperial 
Troops that are under his Com- 
mand are joynd by the Forces 

of the Circle of Franconia and others, and 
that he is advancing with them towards 
the Confines of Bavaria. On Monday laft 
came an Exprefs from the Upper Rhine, 
with the News that the French are come 
over that River, in order to make a Di- 
verfion in favour of the Ele&or of Bava- 
tia ; which has rousd us to forward our 
Military Operations with the greater Vi- 
our. By another Exprefs from Nuren- 
en we learn, that the Ele@or of Ba- 
varia has threaten’d the Deputies of the 
States of the Circle of Franconia who are 
in that City, that if they ‘will not declare 
themfelves Neuters without longer delay, 
he will Bombard that Place ; Upon which 
they make prefling Intreaties for a fpeedy 
Affiftance, that their Country may not be 
ravae’d like that of Swabia. “Tis reported 
that the Elector has taken fuch Precautions 
for the Security of his Territories, that it 
wiil be difficult to make an irruption into 
his Country. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 27. 
Liege, Feb.23. On the 19th in the Night, 


a Party of the Encmy came into the Suburbs 


of St. Margaret with a defign to carry off 
fome Horfes; but the Out-guards and the 
Piguet difcover'd them, and oblig’d them 
to retire with all the {peed they could make. 
Yefterday Morning a Major of the Regi- 
ment of the Baron de Trogne, with a De- 
tachment of 2 or 300 Grenadiers and 50 
Dragoons of this Garrifon, all chofen Men, 
went cut on fome Expedition: And not 
long after he was gone, another ftronger 
Detachment was commanded out, to favour 
him in his Defign and fecure his Retreat. 
Some are of Opinion he will attempt to 
furprize la Roche, (a place fituate on the 
River Ourte, 9 Leagues diftant from Liege ;) 
Others, that he wiil endeavour to cut off a 
Party of Dragoons that are pofted in the 
Suburbs of Limburg. The Gentlemen that 
were deputed by our Chapter to wait on the 
Elector of Cologne our Prince at Namur, 
are come back, and fpea2k with great Satis- 
. fadion of the kind Entertainment given 


them by the Eleéor. To day the Burgo- 
matters and moft of the Common-Council- 
Men of this City, took an Oath of Fidelity 
to the Emperor, which was adminiftred to 
them by Chancellor Rofen, and the reft of 
them are Summon’d to do the like tomorrow, 
on Penalty of being profecuted for Con- 
tempt of the Chancellors Orders. The 
Baron de Trogne fent a Meflage to the 
Suffragan Bifhop of Cologne Monfieur Mer- 
felle, who is one of our Chapter, and a 
— Stickler for our Elector, to depart 
out of the City, whereupon he went away 
this Afternoon. Several printed Papers have 
lately been difpersd about this Town, in 
which the Elector of Cologne proclaims alt 
the new Members of the Privy Council and 
Chamber of Accounts, that were put in b 

the Emperor’s Diretion, to be Rebels and 
Traytors: To which the Count de Sinzen- 
dorf has caus’d an Anfwer, in the Name of 

the Emperor, to be publickly affix'd. | 


Falmouth, Feb. 27. Yefterday Morning 
about Ten, Her Majefty’s Ship the Wool- 
wich fail’d to the Eaftward, as alfo the 
Bennet from Maryland, Samuel Pairmore 
Mafter; with the Tyger Galley, William 
Harris Mafter, from Guinea; the Defiance, 
Jofeph Burrel Mafter, from Bofton ; the 
Adventure Brigantine, Francis Corbin Ma- 
fter, from Jamaica ; the Emperor, John Tho- 
mas Mafter, from Campeachy; the Olive- 
Tree,a retaken Ship from the French, William 
Sheirs Mafter, from Lisbon. 

Plymouth, Feb.28. This day the Medway 
and None-fuch Frigats fail’d Weftward to 
Cruife, having along with them fome Mer- 
chant-fhips bound for the Weft-Indies ; at 
the fame time came in the Woolwich from 
Falmouth, and under her Convoy the Mary 
of Dublin for Rotterdam, the Effex of and 
from Bofton; as alfo the Tyger and the 
Leopard both from Guinea; the Bennet, 
Adventure, Emperor and Olive-Tree, for 
London ; and a Vigo Ketch from Fal 
mouth. 

Hull, March 1. We have in this Port 
about 70 Sail of Merchant-fhips bound for 
Holland, but cannot fail becaufe of the 
Imbargo and want of Convoy. Laft Week 
a Lieutenant came hither with a Prefs-Gang, 
and had fo good Succefs, that he foon 
Glean’d up a confiderable number; bute 
having no Veffel to put them on board , 
he turn’d them into an upper Room in the 
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Town Gaol, and on Saturday they broke 
out through the top of the Houfe and 
efcap’d. 

Harwich, March 2. All the Packet-Boats 
being on the other fide, the Swallow Fri- 
gat is fail’d hence with a Mail for Hol- 
land. 

Deale, March 2. There are now in the 
Downes Her Majefty’s Ships the Weymouth, 
Rumney, Tilbury, Orford, Chatham, Lynn, 
Dartmouth, Deale-Caftle, New-Caftle, Scar- 
borough and Burton, and 38 outward bound 
Merchant Ships. 

London, March 2. Yefterday Her Majefty 
publish’d Her Royal Proclamation againft Vice 
and Prophanene/s, wherein fhe takes notice, 
That due Regard had not been had to Her 
former Proclamation to the fame Purpofe 
according to Her JuftExpectation and Com- 
mands; Requiring all Magiftrates, Juftices 
of the Peace, and Conftables, &c. to be 
very vigilant in punilhing Vice, Prophane- 
nefs and Immorality, by a ftri& Execution of 
the Laws for that purpofe.
